Death of Mrs. Nellie Frayer at the 


Stillwater Penitentiary 
Oc­ 


curred Tuesday 


A SELF CONFESSED MURDERESS 


The Details of the Case Eclipse 


All 
Records 
in 
Criminal 


Annals 


Mrs. Nellie Frayer. sent to the 
peni­ 
tentiary from Crow W ing county for life 
in March 1807, for the m u rd er if a nim- 
year non of one David Maxwell at Dag­ 
gett Brook, died on Tuesday morning at 
the prison, and the curtain is drawn on 
one of the most sensational and 
atroci­ 
ous cases in the annals of crime in Min­ 
nesota. 
T h e mere mention of the name of this 
woman brings to the minds of those who 
lived in Brainerd at th a t time memories 
of the most inhuman act ever per­ 
petrated by a living being. 
On M arch 4, 1897, the g rand jury re­ 
tu rn e d indictments against Mrs. Nellie- 
Fray er an d her father, E ra stu s E. Glass, 
of D aggett Brook, charging th em with 
m u rd er in the first degree. 
T he war­ 
rants were issued for th eir arrest and 
D epu ty Sheriff Mike Cullen went down 
and got them and they were placed in 
the county jail th a t evening. 
H ardly had Mrs. Frayer been in jail 
before she was ready to plead. 
On S a t ­ 
urday, March 6, 1897, she 
was brought 
into court before Ju d g e Holland and 
confessed her guilt and was allowed to 
plead guilty of murder in the second de­ 
gree. 
She was sentenced to hard labor 
at Stillw ater for the term of her n a tu r ­ 
al life. 
T h e woman confessed everyone of the 
horrible details of the crime and com­ 
pletely exonerated her fa th e r who was 
jointly accused of the m u r d e r with her. 
She however, accused David 
Maxwell, 
the father of the boy, of planning the 
terrible details, b u t this h a d little weight 
with the officials who believed th a t Max­ 
well 
was the victim of this woman's 
cunning. 
Maxwell had lived with the 
woman for about a year. 
T h e crime for which this woman was 
held and its details will 
bear a perusal 
at this time. 
Mrs. Frayer, her father 
and 
two small d au g h te rs lived witn 
Maxwell on his claim at D aggett Brook. 
Mrs. F rayer having kept house for him, 
his wife having died a b o u t two years 
previous. 
Mr. Maxwell had one son, a 
bright nine year old nam ed Willis. 
Ac­ 
cording to the neighbors 
Mrs. Frayer 
treated 
this boy shamefully, cruelly 
pun ish ing him for the slightest fault 
and abu sin g him in every way possible. 
On S atu rd ay , April 20, while 
Maxwell 
was at work as a sawyer in the Joel 
S m ith mill not far from th e Maxwell 
home, th e barn, only a few rods from 
the 
house burned to th e ground and 
Willis, son of Mr. Maxwell, who was in 
the barn 
burned also. 
T h e story told 
by Mrs. Frayer at first was t h a t the boy 
set tire to the barn and was c a u g h t inside 
and burned. 
The story of the tire and 
the d e a th of the boy did not satisfy some 
of th e neighbors and they immediately 
s ta rte d an investigation and after an 
examination of the ruins found a part 
of the charred remains of th e lad among 
em bers and later they found other por­ 
tions of the body buried in a manure 
pile. 
D e p u ty Sheriff Cullen 
was notified 
and an investigation followed with the 
result t h a t Mrs. F ra y e r and her father 
were arrested. 
T h e woman plead guilty as stated 
above and in her sta te m e n t to County 
Attorney Fleming she said she took the 
boy to the barn and after confining him 
in the hay loft set the barn afire. 
She 
said the boy begged piteously for help 
b u t she turned a deaf ear to his cries 
and left him to his cruel fate. 
On Sat- 


j u n lay 
afternoon March C, after 
the 
; woman hat! been sentenced, she made 
another statem ent implicating David 
I Maxwell. 
She said t h a t Maxwell plan 
1 ned the m urder on Friday night; t h a t 
he was to kill the boy first with an axe 
and then burn him in the barn after he 
had gone to his work. 
T h e woman said 
th a t she never saw the boy after the 
m u rd e r which she said was executed as 
planned by the boy's own father. 
A 
few weeks after the woman was 
com mitted to the penitentiary at Still­ 
water a baby boy was born to her. 
The 
child is now eight years of age and is 
living with three .bisters of the 
woman 
in California. 
Mrs. F ra y e r was forty- 
four years of age. 
She contracted quick 
consumption a short time ago and this 
was th e cause of death.

PARASITE IS 
KILLING FISH! 


Reports that a Lar^e Number of 


Pish Are Dvinfif in Northern 


Minnesota 


REPORT TO EXECUTIVE AGENT I 


Bv Deputy Game VVaMen Saun­ 


ders Reveals Some Interest­ 


ing Facts 


Wall eyed pike and whitefish 
are j 
dying by millions in some of the n o r t h ­ 
ern Minnesota lakes, according to infor 
mation 
received by Executive Agent 
Fullerton of the state game and 
fish 
commission, today says a twin city dis­ 
patch. 
The fish are dying from the effects of 
a parasite which eats the gills. 
Resi­ 
dents of Crow W ing county have writ­ 
ten Mr. Fullerton th a t millions of small 
wall-eyed pike and thousands of large 
whitefish have been washed on 
the 
shores of Gull and Round lakes, dead 
from the effects of the parasite. 
A box 
containing several of the dead fish was 
received by Mr. Fullerton from 
J. P. 
Saunders, a game warden sent out to 
investigate the reports. 
“ We have had some experience with 
this parasite before, but never have the 
results been so disastrous as they a p ­ 
pear to be in the northern part of the 
state." -aid Mr. Fullerton. 
“ It is need­ 
less to .-ay th a t the commission will do 
everything in 
it- power to sta m p out 
tfie disease. 
“The parasite ha.- found its way to 
the St. Paul 
hatchery on former oc­ 
casions. but we have always m anaged to 
kill it by a m ix tu re of vinegar an d wa­ 
t e r into which the fry is drenched for a 
>hort time. 
T h e solution kills the para 
,-ite and does not harm the fish. 
“Of 
cour-e, it is 
impracticable to 
-tam p out the parasite in a large lake 
by a solution of thi.- kind, but we have 
found a chemical compound which we 
believe will do some good. 
It is a >alt 
compound costing about forty cents a 
pound and will be p u t into the lakes in 
large quantities.1’
